A RIGOROUS INVESTIGATION TO BE HAD. 
Wasmrorox, July 81.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury to-day telegraphed to Supervis- 
ing Inspector Lowe to make the fullest inves- 
tigation of the boiler explosion in New York, 
on yesterday, and to report in detail to the de- 


the local inspection of the boiler made last

New Yor, July 31.—Coroners Keenan and 
Young visited the scene of the explosion last 
evening. Coroner Keenan will hold an inves- 
tigation. It will not begin for several days, 
perhaps not before next week. It is intended 
that it shall be searching and thorough, and 
the opinion of several experts, with reference 
to the condition of the boiler, and the mate- 
rial of which it was made, and the amount of 
steam carried at the time, will be obtained. 
The jury will be composed of business men, 
or practical mechanics, able to render an in- 
telligent verdict, according to the evidence, 
and place the blame for this appalling calami- 
ty where it properly belongs. 

THE BODIES AT THE MORGUE. 

The jury will view the bodies at the morgue, 
and permits will be given by Coroner Keenan 
for their removal by the relatives or under- 
takers. By order of the coroner no permits 
for the removal were granted yesterday or last 


night. 
THEORY OF THE DISASTER. 

No theory is offered by the, officers of the 
company for the disaster. 

The engineer of the Northfield says that 
when the Westfield steamed out from the’ 
island she had four cocks of water, and from 
the fact that only a slight repert accompanied 
the explosion, he thinks there could have been 
but a small head of steam on. 

Stevens, secretary of the Staten Island Com- 
‘pany, says that there was a government safcty 
valve attached to the boiler. 


THE PERSONS ON BOARD. 

The Collector asserts that there could not 
have been more than two hundred and fifty 
persons on board the boat. The Westfield 
being an extra boat, and but few persons 
aware that it had béen placed on the line, he 
holds that it was not possible for so many to 
have been on ber as though she had been on 
a regular trip.

ENGLAND UNEASY. | 


The British People Indignant 
at the Prince Arthur 
Pension. 


A Rousing Meeting Prohibited, 
but the Police Unable 
to Suppress it. 


Exciting Debate in the Lords 
Over a Motion to Cen- 
sure the Queen. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES HISSED. 


[World Special 
Loxpox, July 31.—The Government to-day 
prohibited a meeting, at Trafalgar square, to 
protest against granting an annuity to Prince 
Arthur, and massed a force of police and sol- 
diers there to prevent the assembling. Alarm- 
ed at the threatening aspect of the populace, 
the force was withdrawn. The immense 
meeting was held without molestation, and vi- 
olent revolutionary sentiments were express 
ed. 


Communists in Trafalgar Square. 
Lonpow, July 31.—A meeting at Trafal- 
gar square to protest against the pro- 


posed allowance to Prince Arthur was held to- | 


night. Five thousand people were present. 
The speakers addressed masses at different 
points, and much excitement was manifested. 
The entirepolice reserve was called out, and 
seized a Communist flag, carried by one of 
the clubs, amid boisterous demonstations. 


Some fighting is reported, and arrests have | 


beech Made. The meeting adjourned in dis- 
order, and the crowds were dispersed by the 
police. 

Loxdox, July 30.—The meeting in Hyde 
Park to-day for the purpose of agitating the 
subject of organizing an opposition against 
the proposed allowance to Prince Arthur, 
turned out a ridleulous fizzle. There were}not, 
all told, more than one thousand persons pre- 
sent. One group was addressed by Mr. 
Odger, but his remarks attracted but little at- 
tention. There was no excitement beyond 
that occasioned by the chaffing of a few 
questionable individuals. 

Lonvox, July 30.—In addition to the meet- 
ing held in Hyde Park yesterday, to protest 
against the granting by Parliament of an an- 
nuity to Prince Arthur, a similar assemblage 
has been convoked for to-night in Trafalgar 
Square. It has been prohibited by the authori- 
ties, but Odger, who leads the movement, 
persists in his determination to hold and ad- 
dress the mecting. 

The chief theme of conversation in all circles 
to-day, as well as the editorials in the journals, 
is the expected introduction in the House of 
Commons of a proposition to censure the gov- 
ernment for abolishing the system of purchase 
of army commissions by royal warrant. 

Censuring the Queen. 


The Duke of Richmond then moved a vote

The Duke of Argyle severely reprobated 
the suggestion of the Marquis of Saulsbury, 
stigmatizing him as a narrow and bitter par- 
tisan. 

Lord Romelty contended that such exercise 
of the royal prerogative was unprecedented. 

Lord Buzance defended the action of the 
Government, and argued to show that the in- 
terposition of the crown was entirely constitu- 
tional. 

Earl Derby strongly advocated the motion 
to censure, and Earl Russell said he should 
vote for it, declaring the Government had in- 
curred a serious responsibility. 

Lord Northbrook thought the proposed 
course of the Government was the only possi- 
ble one left for it.

LONDON,

the reign of the Quecn. He spoke 
eulogy of the Prince, whose visit to Canada 
had secured the affection of the colonists. 
The Duke of Richmond heartily seconded the 
motion, which was carried without division.

The Beck«Needham Fight. 

By this time our readers have had op- 
portunity to read and digest Mr. Nxxp- 
Ham's second letter in reply to Mr. Beck. 
These gentlemen are as wide apart as the 
poles, both as to their facts and the infer- 
ences which they draw from them. We 


both are honest and well-meaning, and are 
really truth-seeking, there ought to be no 
great difficulty in coming to an agreement 
about a mere matter of facts and figures. 
But alas! both are politicians, and so beth 
take partisan hold, and both make it their 
business to stir up such a cloud of dust 
that the more we read of their writings and 
speeches the less we seem to learn.

But to their credit be it said the discus- 
sion is by no means confined to these low 
matters. They are alsoin dispute about 
the national bank question. At present, 
however, there is no need to quarrel about 
this, since, as the law now stands, Ken- 
tueky has the opportunity of obtaining ad- 
ditional note circulation, if her bankers 
will apply for it. The reason it is not ap- 
plied for is, that so far as the profits of 
banking are concerned, the national sys- 
tem possesses very little, if any, advantages 


| over the State system. The harvest afford- 


ed to the beneficiaries of the national bank 
law has been reaped, and Mr. Becx is quite 
right in saying that it was atruly golden 
one. The original national banks have 
indeed made inordinate profits. But 
owing to an improvement in the condition 
of the national finances, so far at least as the 
banking business is concerned, the national 
banking taw has been shorn of some of its 
worst features. On the other hand again, 
Mr. NeepHaM speaks truly when he says 
that if Kentucky has not duly participated 
in the fruits of the change from the old to 
the new system of banking, she must 
blame not the National Government, but 
the short-sighted policy and deficient en- 
terprise of the managers of her banking 
institutions. The truth is, the national 
banking system has never been popular in 
Kentucky, and no amount of opportunity 
would have induced our leading banks to 
adopt it. Moreover, they have al- 
lowed their prejudices to blind them 
to their true interests, and our 
advice to them now is to seek to repair a 
portion of their losses by promptly accept- 
ing the full amount of additional circulation 
to whichthis State is entitled under the 
new law. 

In our opinion, Mr. NEEDHAM exagger- 
ates the benefits to the country by the act 
of 1870 reducing taxes on manufactures, 
&c. Nevertheless we applaud the act, for 
any reduction of taxes just now is a most 
welcome boon. But in this case the re- 
duction was to a great extent more appar- 
ent than real, and that is why, we 
suspect, the Kentucky delegation 
voted against the act. They wanted 
a real reduction, they wanted 
a law entirely free from every trace of job- 
bery and humbug. It is very easy to un- 
derstand why a manufacturing State like 


Massachusetts should be zealously in favor 


of a repeal of all such internal taxes as 
added to the cost of their goods. Of this 
character were the taxes which the internal 
revenue laws imposed on manufactured 
goods, on licenses, sales and the like. 
The effect of such laws was to neutralize 
the advantages arising from high tariff 
duties. So long as the internal revenue 
system harmonized with the external sys- 
tem, protective duties were of little avail. 

Hence, all those in the East, whose capital 
was invested in branches of industry 

which derived protection under the tarift, 

would naturally clamor loudly for just 
such a law as that which Mr. NDH 
would have us believeewas wholly in the 
interest of the over-burdened tax-payer. 

So far as it went the act repealing internal 
revenue taxes may have been well enough, 

but it stopped widely short of a just and 
equitable arrangement. In order to have 
given it the charaeter of a boon to the con- 

sumer, it should have included a reduction 
of tariff taxes corresponding to the relief it 

afforded the dosmestic manufacturer. This 
would have been a real reform. We 

should then have had our goods at lower 
prices, and in that way hada portion of 
our taxes remitted. But merely to take off 
internal revenue taxes and leave the tariff 
duties unchanged was yot necessarily a 

benefit to the consumer. As it could not 

have the effect of lowering the price of im- 

ported goods, it allowed the domestic pro- 

ducer to keep his prices to the old notch, 

and enabled him to increase his profits 
by the amount of the remitted tax. 

Thus in reality the repeal 

act, which Mr. NEEDHAM extols 
with so much patriotic unction, was, in its 
main features, a grand lobby swindle, a 

bold and cunning contrivance of the in- 

satiable monopolists who have shaped 

and controlled the fiscal legislation of · 
the nation for the past ten years. Mr. 

Beck was Kkeen-sighted enough to 

see the trap, say rather the fraud, and 

very properly he voted in opposition to 

an arrangement which, under the pre- 

tense of reducing taxes, was in reality con- 

cocted for the express purpose of legis- | 
lating a still further sum into the pockets
